Denial of Rehearing By Dis. 
trict Court of Appeals Was 
Anticipated. 


The Attorney General: May Take 
Part in Interest of the Plain- 


tiffs in Controversy. |

Next Wednesday the appeal for a 
rehearing of the case iii the 
court will be filed. 

The denial of a rehearing by the 
District Court of Appeals Thursday 
was expected. On December 3, when 
the Appellate Court handed down the

now famous ruling, holding that the ® 


initiative and referendum can apply 
only to legislative matters and not to 
administrative, and that the locating 
of a city hall was an administrative 
matter, Attorney C. §. Hannum said: 

“It is evident from the wording 
of the opinion that the Appellate 
Court anticipated the matter would 
be taken to the Supreme Court.” 

Hannum declared yesterday that 
the rehearing was asked in the Appel- 
late Court merely to gain time until 
Chief Justice Angellotti and Asso- 
ciate Justices Lawlor and Shaw could ' 
take the Supreme Court bench. | 

Judge Angellotti is a strong sup-! 
porter of the initiative and referen- 
dum. He sustained California direct 
legislation law in the famous Phalen | 
case in Los Angeles. 

The ca¥e is, of course, in no way 
settled. Even if the Supreme Court 
should uphold the lower court in the 
decision that the people have no 
right to say where their public build- 
ings shall be placed, there are still 
other steps that may be taken. 

The case may drag on until new 
councilmen are elected, in which 
case, say eminent authorities, an en- 
tirely new site could be chosen, _re- 
gardless of the fact that the Wall 
offer has been accepted. 

And there is a possibility that the 
new State Legislature will amend the 
present initiative and referendum law | 
so as to specifiically include adminis- | 
trative matters. | 

The Harbor Center Land Com-

The proposed constabulary would be similar to that of Pennsyl- 
vania, where the members of rt are known as the ‘‘Cossacks,’’ and 
where it has been used by the enemies of organized labor to crush 
trades unionism and to create lawlessness and disorder in the name 
of the law. 

The proposal to organize the new state police grew out of. the 
unwillingnes of many members of the National Guard to serve in 
labor troubles. 

Resolutions condemning the measure will wndoubtedly 
adopted by all the central labor bodies of the state. 

Labor men do not believe that the bill has any chance of passage, 
but they are taking no chances.
